veterans loan relief bill to the white house today.

While a prompt, veto from the 


piesident was expected, fears were 
entertained in some senate quarters 
that a pocket veto might be admin- 
istered by the president, thus pie- 
venting an opportunity for a i,ote 
to override a veto. 
Senators 
Couzejis, republican, 


Michigan, demanded in the senate 
today the formal reading of the 
naval appropriation bill be adhered 
to when that measure was brought 
up. The senate practically always 
dispenses with formal reading of 
the \oUiminous measures. " 


It was Couzens v,'ho expressed the 


fear in the senate during debate 
on the •veterans loan measure that 
Mr. Hoover might administer 
a 


pocket veto to the legislation to 
advance loans up to 50 per cent of 
the face value of the veteran;' cer- 
tificates. 


Intends To Act Promptly. 


Assurances reached the capitol 


from downtown that the president 
intended to veto the legislation 
within forty-eight hours after re- 
ceiving it.

Accepted Following 


Oral Wrangles. 


Tlie state senate satisfied its sen- 


atorial dignity late Thursday after- 
noon bv administering a .spanking 
to LieuU'iiiuit Governor Metcalfe. 
Before it did so, however, It nearly 
talked itself out of a tnp to Omaha 
jSatuiday, a courtesy offered by the 
Omaha chamber of commerce. 


Senatoilal ire has been rising 


since the publication early in the 
week of an editorial in an Omaha 
newspaper commending Lieutenant 
Governor Metcalfe for opposing is- 
suance to legislators of passes to a 
local theater by a railroad lobbyist. 


The edlotnal was followed by a 


satirical resolution of Senator Bow- 
ring introduced earlier in the week, 
asking the newspaper if it would be 
pioper for the senate to accept the 
Omaha invitation for Saturday. A 
query of Senator Wherry shortly be- 
fore noon Thursday projected the 
issue to the front again. He asked if 
the Omaha invitation had been ac- 
cepted, and was informed that it 
had not. 


Wherry Moves Acceptance. 


When the senate convened at 2 


o'clock, only 17 members, a bare 
quorum were present. Most of the 
remainder, forming a self-appointed 
committee were in session in an ad- 
joining room. On their return. Sen- 
ator wherry beat them to the issue 
by moving that the senate accept 
the invitation to go to Omaha. 


Senator Perry 
Reed. G. O. P. 


leader and member of the commit- 
tee, staved off the question with a 
substitute motion to go into the 
committee of the whole which car- 
ried. When the committee of the 
whole reported, the senate secre- 
tary already had in his hands a new 
motion, offered by Senator Bowling. 


Stating that "in view of the fact 


that the lieutenant-governor 
has 


withdrawn his statements relative to 
the distribution of courtesies to the 
senate and that the Omaha cham- 
ber of commerce has assured 
the 


senate that it extended its invita- 
tion as a courtesy only." the motion 
asked acceptance of the Omaha in- 
vitation. 


Oral Wrangles Follow. 


A series of oral wrangles, sub- 
stitute motions, denunciations of the 
lieutenant-governor and discussions 
of the whole merit of passes followed 
with the old republican regulars 
standing firm on their decision to 
spank Metcalfe and go to Omaha. 


Lieutenant 
Governor 
Metcalfe 


took issue with the motion by deny- 
ing that he had withdrawn his order 
for the senate employes to discon- 
tinue distributing passes. He quali- 
fied the denial, however, by stating 
that he had givep instructions they 
could distribute matter in sealed en- 
velopes the same as any other busi- 
ness since they could not know what 
the envelopes contained. 


He also denied that he had ever 


attempted to tell the senators what 
they could or could not do. Under 
pressure from the floor, he admitted 
that he had withdrawn his written 
order to the sergeant-at-arms. 


Metcalfe Makes Request 


When it looked as if the senate 


would approve a substitute motion 
to refuse to go to Omaha, Metcalfe 
asked the senate's indulgence as he 
made an appeal that if the senate 
felt he had done anything wrong, 
that it spank him but not penalize 
Omaha. 


Several members of the senate ex- 


pressed resentment at the implica- 
tions that, had come from the fuss 
raised over the free passes, declaring 
it gave a false impression of the 
senate out over the state. 


After more than a half h_°ur In 


which practically every member of 
the senate had" expressed himself 
on the controversy, substitute mo- 
tions were withdrawn and the Bow- 
ring motion was voted on bv roll 
call.

Railroad Heads Protest Against Putting Into Effect New Qrain Rates In Western District 


SAY GRAIN RATE 


CUT TOO HEAVY 


Railroads Ask- That Case 


Be Again Opened 


By Commission. 


Urges. Spending 


Say Transportation Sys- 


tem Threatened By 


Revenue Loss.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—Stating 


that the reductions in grain rates 
prescribed by the interstate com- 
merce commission in the so-called 
western grain case, which become 
effective April 1, will "threaten the 
maintenance of an adequate system 
of transportation and Impair the 
ability of carriers in the western 
district to provide the same," the 
railroads have petitioned the com- 
mission to vacate its order and to 
reopen the case. 
Their petition estimates their an- 


nual loss in revenue because of the 
commission's order at more than 
twenty million dollars, and states 
that the anticipated increase in 
revenue from class rates, which the 
commission placed at ten or twelve 
million dollars, is overly hopeful 
This petition states that even if the 
decision of the commission had been 
correct at the time it was reached, 
though the carriers say it wasn't, It 
would now, because of changed con- 
ditions throughout the western dis- 
trict, be entirely improper and in- 
valid. 
Economy Necetsary. 


Even prior to the present depres- 


sion, the carriers 
were making 


sweeping retrenchments In expenses 
in an attempt to bolster inadequate 
revenues and to meet growing com- 
petition of busses, trucks, and pipe 
lines, the petition states. 
It states hat 43.4 per cent of the 


hogs delivered at Omaha in 1929 
were carried by truck, and also 
says that the use of pipe lines to 
carry natural gas Is constantly ex- 
tend'ing. In Nebraska alone, three 
comparatively new lines extend to 
Lincoln, Omaha, Superior and other 
cities. 
The commission's decision made a 


general revision of the present grain 
rate structure, both domestic grain 
and that for export, with increases 
as well as reductions, though the 
general trend was toward reduced 
rates. The railroads affected filed 
an original petition for vacation of 
the order, which was denied with 
other petitions for rehearing of the 
case, on November 11, 1930. Then 
the chief executives of the western 
railroads filed a most unusual let- 
ter with the commission, setting 
lorth the condition of the roads, 
saying that because of economic 
depression, "the carriers are in a 
very serious predicament." 


Omaha Protests. 


The effective date of the order 
has been postponed once and at 
present Is set for April 1. 
The Omaha Grain exchange also 


filed a petition with' the commis- 
sion concerning this case, alleging 
preferential rates for Lincoln and 
Nebraska City under the decision. 
Transit privilege, that is the right 
to ship grain to be miljed at one 
point and then shipped on as flour 
to another at one price for the in- 
terrupted trip, was denied on ship- 
ments to Kansas City. Mo., via 
Orrmha, while still allowed via Lin- 
coln and Nebraska. City. 


The transit privilege was abol- 


ished at many points under ths 
decision and proportionate 
rates 


established. The rate from Omaha 
to Kansas City is 6 cents per 100 
pounds, and gives, according to the 
Omaha brief, an advantage of from 
two to six cents to Lincoln. 


Lincoln Grain Market. 


Moreover, Lincoln has the great- 


est grain mill in the state and 
numerous markets and terminal ele- 
vators are located at Lincoln and 
Nebraska City, with which Omaha 
must compete. It charges that it is 
not fair to have a higher rate from 
Omaha, through which it is only 
46'i 
miles further to 'ship to 


Kansas City than through Lincoln. 
It asks the elimination of the pro- 
oortionate rate and the return of 
the transit privilege.

ability of carriers in the western 
district to provide the Jiame,“ the 
railroads have petitioned the com- 
mission to vacate its order and to 
reopen the case. 
Their petition estimates their an ­ 
nual loss in revenue because of the 
cnmmiasion’s order at more than 
twenty million dollars, and states 
tha t the anticipated increase in 
revenue from class rate.s, which the 
rommtsslon placed at ten or twelve 
million dollars, Ls overly hopeful 
This petition state.s that even if the 
decUsicm of the commission had been 
correct at the time it was reached, 
though the carriers say it wasn't, it 
would now, because of changed con­ 
ditions throughout the western dis­ 
trict. be entirely Improper and in ­ 
valid. 
Economy Neeeeaary . 
Fven prior to the present depres­ 
sion. 
the 
carriers 
were 
making 
sweeping retrenchm ents in expense.s 
in an attem pt to bolster inadequate 
revenue« and to meet growing com- 
}>etltion of busses, trucks, and pipe 
lines, the petition states. 
It sta te s hat 43 4 }>er cent of the 
hogs delivered at Gmaha in 1929 
were carried by truck, and also 
says that the use of piiie lines to 
carry natural gas Ls constantly ex­ 
tending. 
In Nebra.ska alone, three 
comparatively new llnea extend to 
Lincoln, Omaha, Superior and other 
citlea. 
The commission’s decision made a 
general revtslon of the present grain 
rate structure, both domestic grain 
and tha t for export, with incrta.ses 
as well as reductlon.s, though the 
general trend was toward reduced 
rates.

saying tha t because of economic 
depression, “the carriers are m a 
very serious predicam ent” 
Omaha Protests.

The Omaha Grain exchange also 
filed a petition with the commis­ 
sion concerning this case, alleging 
preferential rates lor Lincoln and

Bill Providing; Nineteen 


Districts Receives 
House Approval. 


One more judicial district for Ne- 


braska, making nineteen in all, re- 
ceived final approval in the repre- 
sentative assembly Friday with the 
passage of H. R. 73 on its third 
reading, by 81 votes to 8. The new 
district, to be known as the Nine- 
teenth, comprises Lincoln, Dawson, 
and 
McPherson counties, taken 


from the old Thirteenth. 


The number of judges will not be 


increased, however, as the bill leaves 
only one in the Thirteenth, which 
now has two,,and gives one to the 
Nineteenth. 


Aside from the splitting of the 
Thirteenth district, only one change 
is made in any of the judicial 
divisions, Perkins county, now in 
the Tenth district, is transferred to 
the Thirteenth. The latter district 
will comprise Arthur, Banner, Deuel, 
Cheyenne, Kimball, Keith, and Per- 
kins counties. 


Concurrent action by the senate 


is still necessary to make the bill a 
la ,-. It will be read the first and 
second times in the upper chamber 
next week and then referred to the 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments 
and 
apportionment. Two 


other bills for dividing the Thir- 
,eenth district are pending in the 
ienate and also one for a general 
udicial redistncting of the entire 
state. 


Lincoln School Bill Passed. 


Another measure which the house 


>assed Friday morning is H. R. 258, 
empowering the Lincoln board of 
education to borrow up to 70 per 
cent of the current tax levy on 6

Should Aid Mother and 
Infants. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 20 — (JP) — 


One of the major recommendations 
to be made by the doctors assembled 
here seeking ways of aiding child 
welfare will be establishment in 
every community of the country fa- 
cilities for care of maternity pa- 
tients. 


Dr. Fred L. Adair. chairman of 
the prenatal and maternal care 
committee of the medical section of 
the white house child health con- 
ference, disclosed this part cf what 
his group would recommend as the 
second day's session opened. 


Dr. Adair said each community 
should have these 
facilities 
and 
should bear responsibility for the 
welfare of mothers and infants. 
System Should Be For All Classes. 


"This system." 
Dr. Adair said, 
"should extend to all racial, eco- 
nomic and social groups, in institu- 
tions and in the homes." 


A sub-committee of Dr. Adair's 


group reported today that probably 
half of the maternal deaths and 
many of the stiil births now occur- 
ring could be prevented. The pres- 
ent toll, the committee pointed out, 
was 15,000 women and 170,000 in- 
fants yearly. 
Dr. Adair said in all probability 


his committee would recommend 
suggestions for such eugenic birth 
control measures as would prevent 
defective children, 
but

thought the 
general question of 


airth control beyond the duties of 
his group.

BRYAN SAYS CHILD 
WELFARE ACTIVITY 
SINCE 1919 ILLEGAL 
Governor Bryan reiterated, in the 


course of a statement given to the 
newspaper men Friday 
morning, 


that he regards the state superin- 
tendent's office as the proper agency 
for supervising child welfare activ- 
ities in Nebraska. He cited a section 
of the statutes, enacted in 1919, 
which apparently places such mat- 
ters undo." the jurisdiction of that 
office. 
Tne provision quoted by the gov- 


ernor is found in section 81-5, 701 
of the 1929 statutes. It read thus: 
"There is hereby established in 


the state department of public in- 
struction a bureau to be known as 
the state child welfare bureau. The 
superintendent of public instruction 
is hereby authorized to provide suf- 
ficient ouarters and equipment for 
the said bureau in the state depart- 
ment of education." 


"In my judgment, the operation of 


a child welfare bureau in 
welfare j 
department under the cede during 
the past twelve years was illegal," 
Governor Bryan said. "Moneys ap- 
propriated by the legislature for 
child welfare work should have gone 
instead to the state superintendent's 
office. I have recommended in my 
message to the legislature that pro- 
vision be made to that effect for the 
coming biennium." 
j 


The code law was passed in the 


1919 legislative session and was ap- 
proved by Governor McKelvie 
at 
that time four days after he signed 
the one placing child welfare super- 
vision in the state superintendent's 
hands. Where two statutes are in 
conflict, the latter one is ordin- 
arily held to govern. 
The act setting up the child wel- 


fare bureau in the state superin- 
tendent's office carried another pro- 
vision *hat the governor should ap- 
point a director to administer it. 
This has not been repealed up to the 
present time, and until it is changed 
the governor would still have the 
appointing power, even though the 
•work should be transferred to the 
state superintendent's department.

Governor Bryan said that compilers 
of the statutes both in 1922 and in 
1929 called attention to the discrep- 
ancy and suggested that the proper 
place for the child welfare bureau 
is in the superintendent's office.

The 
superintendent of public instruction 
is hereby authoriz;ed to provide suf­ 
ficient nuarters and eq uipment lor 
the said bureau in the .state depart­ 
m ent of education.” 
”In my judg ment, the operation of 
a child welfare bureau in 
welfare 
departm ent under the code during 
the past twelve years was Illeg al,” 
Governor Bryan said. "Moneys ap­ 
propriated by 
the 
leg islature for 
child welfare work should have g one 
Instead to the state superintendent’s 
office. I have recommended in my 
mes.sag e to the leg islature th at pro­ 
vision be made to th a t effect for the 
coming biennium.” 
The code law was passed in the

UNCLE SAM—SUPERMAN. 


Chairman Legge of the Federal Farm board in- 


spires an interesting tram of reflection wi'h his an- 
nouncement that by'July 1. 1931. practically the 
entire carryover of wheat in the United States will 
be in possession of the governmental agency 
he heads. 


Mr. Legpp says at this time the board has 100,000,- 


000 bushels of the cereal and has enough future pur- 
bhases to insure it of 200,000,000 bushels at the close 
bf the first six months of this year. It will mean, 
then, that if there is a surplus of wheat remaining 
In private hands after the 1931 harvest, it will be 
restricted solely to the amount produced over and 
above domestic needs during the approaching crop 
season. Should climatic conditions result in produc- 
tion below the actual bread rcauirements of the na- 
tion in 1931, then Mr. Leggo and his associates would 
have a virtual corner in \vhe.if. With all of the sur- 
plus in their hands—that is the entire carryover 
from the previous year—ths board would be in a po- 
sition then to hoist the once of wheat for the first 
time since its organization. The results, however, 
would be confined to Mie domestic market. 


At present, however, the disturbing influences of 


the farm board's large holdings can be appreciated. 
According to its own statement it has 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat stored in the elevators and term- 
inals in various parts of the country. It is to be 
marketed when in the judgment of the farm board 
the price has reached a figure which is as high as 
its membership believes the grain should go. Actually 
the surplus is smaller at this time than it has been 


tages around the falls. While It is true that the 
undertaking proved too ambitious for that period, it 
eventually materialized in the Chesapeake and Ohio 
canal and the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 


Washington was also among the first to recognize

ested in Washington, the farmer. He not only studied 
every piece of literature on farming, but he also ex- 
perimented in implements, yome of which he designed 
himself. Washington corresponded with old world 
experts on agriculture, :ind obtained seed from them. 
He was at least a generation ahead of his con- 
temporary farmers. 


The history books tell us that Washington spent 


much of his personal fortune on the revolution. Why 
they don't explain the genius for business which 
made that magnanimity possible is hard to under- 
stand.

When Washington died, authorities claim his es- 


tate was worth about a million dollars. Translated 
in 1931 purchasing power, thn sum would have been 
about ten million. He was probably the richest man 
in the new world. 


Of all of the types of insphation that Washington 


has passed on to us, the ones of which we are most 
sorely in need are business foresight, persistency, and 
methodical application. Washington saw a commer- 
cial empire in the wildernesr. We that have the 
commercial empire already before us, ought to be 
able to build to still greater heights.

time a bill is presented in the Nebraska 


during the last three years, as a result of some 


decrease in the acreage and the fact that much 


individual 


wheat has been fed to livestock owing to the short- 
age of corn in many sections of the country. Yet 
the price now is far below what it was when the sur- 
plus was much larger. Whv? Primarily because at- 
tention is now directed to it more forcibly than ever 
heretofore. -It has been heaped in one pile instead 
of being spread out in the hands of 
growers and grain dealers. 


So long as the federal f?rm board has in its pos- 


session the immense quantity of wheat which it now 
holds, there is little likelihood the market will score 
any considerable advance. Its holdings assume an 
importance far beyond any economic significance 
which they may have. They exert a psychological 
influence which is more-deathly than the realities 


justify. 


The fact is the Hoover farm board experiment has 


been a ghastly failure. Before it has been completed, 
it will have cost the American people hundreds of 
millions of dollars but even then it will be worth 
the price if it furnishes the necessary object lesson 
which a series of paternalistic adventures on the part 
of the government seemingly invited. From now on 
there should be fewer demands that Uncle Sam 
should do it. After all Uncle Sam is not a superman 
and cannot perform miracles. He cannot breathe 
value into products simply by waving his magic 
wand. The old trite saying that if wishes were horses, 
beggars would ride has a particular application when 
it comes to the effectiveness and efficiency of gov- 
ernmental tmdertakinss- No government has been 
erected which can counterbalance human frailties

in effectively prosecuting 


legislature for the purpose of simplifying judicial 
procedure, and especially 
aiding county attorneys 
persons charged with violations of the criminal 
statutes, some lawyer is certain to bob up and con- 
vince members of the law making body that the 
measure is calculated to rob free Americans of their 
God-given and constitutional rights, and the pro- 
posed statute is killed. 


People are terrified in their places of business, on 


the highways and _ in their homes by armed and re- 
morseless thugs, who do not hesitate to kill when 
they are resisted, and the populace cries out for re- 
lief. The peace officers do their best to apprehend 
the malefactors, knowing at the same time that the 
chance for conviction is meager unless a plea of 
guilty can be obtained or the evidence is so con- 
clusive that no verdict other than one of conviction 
could by any possibility be returned. 


This is because the archaic laws by which the 


prosecuting attorney is hampered make it practically 
impossible for him to get all of the facts before the 
jury, and give the defendant all of the advantages 
such a person was hedged about with when the 
crown and the base minions of power made it neces- 
sary, by their conscienceless persecutions, for the 
people to insist upon these safeguards. There is no 
such necessity at the present time, and jt should be 
made possible for the prosecutor to lay all of the 
facts before the jury, allowing that body, in the light 
of full disclosure, to judge as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused. 


Lawyers in their conventions listen to exhaustive 


papers on the reform of procedure, recognizing the

Attorney Scott 
led the assault on the bill, news reports say, and 
it was indefinitely postponed.

FRANCHISE TAX 


li.se of Public Streams 


To Generate Power 


Found Taxable. 


licit C o u n t y District 


Court Judgment Is 


Affirmed. 


Use of public streams for gener- 


ation of electric power is a valuable 
fianchise right for which a fran- 
chise tax may legally be assessed, 
the Supreme court held in an opin- 
ion delivered Frlda- morning 


The decision affirmed action of 


the Holt county District court up- 
holding Holt county's claims against 
the Northern Nebraska Power Co. 


The power company brought suit 


to recover tax paid under protest 
to Holt county in the form of a 
franchise tax ordered by the state 
tax commissioner. 
It fixed 
the 


franchise value of the companj in 
Holt county m 192C at S20.000 


Objection to the tax was made °y 
the power company on the ground 
that it was not subject to a fran- 
chise tax Miice it v.as engaged onlj 
in the business of manufacturing 
and selling electric energy at its 


u<Tne Supreme court ruled that op 
eration of a generating plant is 
included in the statutory term co, - 
ering electric light works. The court 
Held further that the company 
-would be so included even though 
it generated all its electrical energy 
for power purposes only. 
The court holds that whether the 


energy is sold at the plant or trans 
mitted over wires, the right to op 
crate such a plant, utilizing public 
streams is still a valuable one and 
subject to franchise taxation. 


Right a Valuable One. 


The court also affirmed three 


previous decisions in actions brought 
against the Calamus Irrigation dis- 
trict in which parties sought 
to 


collect -warrants issued by the dis- 
r Members of the district in Loup 
ounty, Intervened in the trial 
court to contest the attempt 
to 
collect on the warrants claiming 
that the warrants had been issued 
prior to a levy. 
The trial court sustained the po- 


sition of the interveners on 
the 
ground that it was illegal to issue 
warrants in advance of a levy- The 
Supreme court upheld this view, 
pointing out that directors of irri- 
gation districts are limited by leg- 
islation and rules of organization 
of such districts. 
In the absence of a levy, the 


court held district officers are with- 
out statutory authority to issue 
v> arrants. 
The actions were brought by Ed- 


win M. Elliott. James Cameron and 
Thomas P. Stroud, purchasers of 
the claims to the warrants.

Bills Offered 
in Iowa 


Debate On Measure is Made 
Spe- 


cial Order of Business Before 


Legislature. 


DES MOINES, la., Feb. 20—<JP)— 


Two proposals for a state income 
tax were before the Iowa house of 
representstves today, with 
debate 


on the measure a special order of 
business. 
One was a bill drafted by the 


joint legislative tax committee last 
fall, while the other, a substitute 
said to have administration approv- 
al, calls ior greater exemptions and 
higher rates in the larger brackets. 
The lat'er also provides for a cor- 
poration income tax. 


Rates of the two measures are the 


same until the highest bracket is 
reached. Both provide for a 1 per 
cent levy on the first 2.000 of tax- 
able income, two per cent on the 
third $1.000. three per cent on the 
fourth Sl.OOO and four per cent on 
the fifth Sl.OOO. 


The committee bill calls for fire 
per cent on all in excess of that 
amount, while the administration 
measure jumps to six per cent. 


From the total tax. the committee 


bill offers an exemption of $10 for 
a single person. 20 for a 
married 


person, arri $2 additional for each 
dependent child under 18 years ol 
age. The substitute, however, would 
allow S IS for a single perscn, $25 for 
a married person, and S2.50 for 
each dependent. 


The administration bill would 


place a tax of four per cent on the 
net Income of all Iowa corporations, 
and a levy of 44 per cent on the 
net mccmec-f fdreign corporations 
for the proportionate share of their 
Iowa bus-mess. The tax committee 
nas considpred the question of a cor- 
poration tax on a separate bill on 
file in both houses.

He admitted that h ehad dropped 
them from his auto 
Inoculation of Children 
Against Tuberculosis is 
Successful to a Degree 


BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 20—(AP) 


—Innoculation of infants exposed to 
tuberculosis infection in their homes 
with dead germs of the disease to 
give them greater resistance has 
been found successful to some de- 
gree in experiments at Johns Hop- 
kins university it was announced to- 
day. 


The tests of the method of inocu- 
lation, originated by Dr. Langer of 
Hamburg, Germany, have been con- 
ducted by Dr. Edward Albert Park, 
head of the Johns Hopkins depart- 
ment of pediatrics,and Dr. Francis 
Schwentker, the latter is who de- 
scribed the tests at a meeting of the 
city medical society tonight. 


The method has been used exten- 


sively in Europe and elsewhere to 
develop resistance to tuberculosis in 
children. Tests have been made with 
the dead organisms at Saranac 
Lake N. Y., but only on animals, 
it was said. 


Dr. Park and Dr. Schwentker 


were reticent today :n discussing 
their experiments and made no 
claim for the system of inoculation 
other than it seemed to Increase the 
power of resistance.

in a speech in connection with the 
submission of an exhaustive report 
of the committee investigation be- 
gun a year ago at the instance of 
the commission, which complained 
it was without power to prevent 
rail consolidations through holding 
companies. 


Parlcer proposed an amendment 


to the interstate commerce act, 
suggesting that when it is passed 
"it should be made very clear that 
it does not give immunity to any 
company which before the effective 
date of the amendment had ac- 
quired control of some railroad in 
violation "of an existing statute." 


The commission had urged the 


inquiry with a view to determining 
what legislation was necessary to 
bring 
about 
supervision 
of 
the 


railroads 
which 
have 
undergone 


many changes in control through 
holding company mergers in the 
past ten years. 


Consolid?.lions Loom. 


The New Yorker said that soon 


the interstate commerce commis- 
sion would have to consider the 
projected consolidations of eastern 
trunk lines into four gigantic sys- 
tems, including the Van Sweringen 
lines, the Pennsylvania, New York 
Central and the Baltimore & Ohio. 


"If there should be undue delay 
in coming to the commission with 
the proposed applications of the 
four systems," he said, "if there 
should continue to be striving after 
selfish advantage and hesitancy in 
submitting the issues to the com- 
mission, then the congress ma& 
find it necessary to clothe the com- 
mission ' with undoubted power to 
compel divestiture of the owner- 
ship of railway stock where the 
commission would find that such 
ownership had been acquirsd with- 
out the commission's approval and 
was being continued contrary to 
the commission's flndin-r of what 
is in the public interest."

married women today is Assembly- 
man Arthur L. Swartz of Buffalo, 
N. Y. 


This gentleman has never re- 


ceived any particular notice from 
the American press until he pro- 
posed the legislative inquiry to hunt 
out the married women who hold 
public jobs and have husbands able 
to support them. 


His colleagues shook their heads 


at the controversy that gentleman's 
plan had aroused. ' 
In a discussion with Mrs. Mildred 


Palmer, secretary of the national 
woman's party, the assemblyman 
upheld his views and stated that 
woman was infinitely more impor- 
tant as a mother than as economic 
factors, or even as geniuses. 


That married 
women will be 


forced out of the office and back 
into the kitchen, however, is evi- 


Assemblyman Swartz, which have 
taken place in several state legisla- 
tures One was passed recently in 
Massachusetts. As a result, * one 
firm r. Lynn discharged more than 
100 itomen whose husbands were 
able to support them, according to 
the investigators. The places of 
these women will be taken by 


widows, spinsters and flappers. How 
many of the latter are supported by 
their papas is a factor -which has 
not been investigated. 


Already the marriage rate is de- 


clining, which may 
be due to 


economic depression, but why put 
such a price on marriage' 


The findings of the women's bu- 


reau, according to Mary Anderson 
of the state department of labor, 
reports that '"based on scientifically- 
conducted investigations, show that 
the majority of married women who 
are working are doing so because 
their wages are necessary for the 
support of the home and family." 


This deals with the matter from 


an economic standpoint. Another 
fact is that many women who en- 
joy office positions are unfitted for 
the duties of the kitchen. Perhaps 
a week of their cooking would give 
friend husband a different view on 
life.

Immediately after President Hoover 
had ignored his recommendations 
and nominated Gunnar H. Norbye 
of Minneapolis for the additional 
federal 
judgeshop 
in Minnesota, 


Senator Schall said today he would 
oppose the choice. 


"Nordbye has been a leader of the 


opposition," Schall said. "Under the 
circumstances I do not see how I 
can be expected to support him. I 
shall fight his confirmation." 


Mr. Hoover hade his own selection 


after months of dispute with Schall 
dunng which the president rejected 
the 
senator's 
original 
nominee, 


Ernest Michel, and turned down ten 
other men recommended by the sen- 
ator. 


Test of Strength Looms. 


The issue brings a test of strength 


between the president and the sen- 
ate over the selection of members of 
the judiciary. How far the senate 
will go in supporting Schall is un- 
known. Generally it was upheld a 
"personally objectionable" stand by 
a senator against an appointee in 
tfiat senator's state. 


After 
rejecting 
the 
name of 


Michel, upon the advice of Attorney 
General Mitchell, also a Mmnesotan, 
President Hoover asked Schajl to 
present the ten names, which also 
were rejected.

"I consider it desirable," the presi-

The house had before it 
for a v.ito the compromise plan I'-r 
operating the governments $150,- 
000,000 iK.wer and nitrate plants on 
the Tennessee river in Alabama. 


Advocates of the measure, conli- 


dent tne house would approve the 
conference report, sought to send it 
over to a friendly senate. Some of 
them professed fear of a veto, how- 
ever. President Hoover has not re- 
vealed nis attitude and white house 
officials said, does 
not yet 
know 


what is in the report. 


If borh houses approve the com- 


promise, it will be the second time 
during t'le ten years of controversy 
that a Muscle Shoals measure has 
been sent to the white house. 
The 


other ons two years ago received a 
pocket Afoto from President Coolidge. 
Unless it should pass both 
house 


and senate today, the new measure 
will be subject to similar action by 
President Hoover. 


Old Controversy 
Although Muscle Shoals legisla- 


tion of one kind or another 
nas 


been beiore congress since 1903, the 
present controversy began after the 
World v,ar 
During the war the government 


spent nc&rly $150,000,000 constiuct- 
mg the plants for the production of 
explosives, but they were not com- 
pleted until after the war was over. 


Since then congress has been con- 


stantly debating what to do with its 
tremendous investment. On the one 
side wete those advocating govern- 
ment operation, on the other those 
who wanted it to be leased to priv- 
ate interests. The resolution which 
President Coolidge allowed to 
die 


provided for government operation. 


Norris Introduces Bill. 


Virtually the same measure was 


reintroduced in the senate by Sen- 
ator Noms, republican, Nebraska, 
and sen; to the house. 
The house 


passed ft bill providing for operation 
of most ci the plant by private in- 
terests. The pending'conference re- 
port provides for government opera- 
tion of the power plant at Wilson 
dam and construction by the gov- 
ernment of transmission lines 
to 


carry the power to nearby markets. 
States ana municipalities have the 
preference in purchase of the cur- 
rent. 
The compromise aso provides for 


government operation of the nitrate 
plants fCi experimental production 
of fertili/cr in case a lease for oper- 
ation of these plants cannot 
be 


negotiated within one year after the 
bill's enactment. 
It gives the president wide pow- 


ers in negotiating for such a lease, 
however. Tile lessee would have to 
contract tor quantity prcduction of 
cheap fertilizer at an 8 per cent 
profit, but he would be sold cheap 
power for the more profitable manu- 
facture of other commodities off the 
governmi nt reservation. 


Veterans Can Start 
Borrowing Day After 


Loan Bill is Enacted 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—(/P)—If 


the veterans loan bill becomes law— 
either by being signed by President 
Hoover or passed by congress over 
his veto—veterans would be able to 
start borrowing half of their com- 
oensation certificates' \alue the day 
after. 


Veterans bureau officials said so 
today, -in revealing they had laid 
tentative plans for carrying out the 
provision of the bill when it is en- 
acted formally as a law.
